Washington, May 16.—-The state- 


ment that Wiliiam Jennings Bryan 
.deliberately approved the tolls ex- 
emption plank of the Democratic 
platform, as a member' of the sub- 
committee" on resolutions which pre- 
pared the platform was made in the 
senate today" by Senator Walsh of 
Montana/ secretary :bf the sub-com- 
ihittee. - 


Senator Walsli declared that an 


:ppen repudiation of a solemn cov- 
bnaht by a political party would 
cause all to recoil from it with hor- 
ror were it proposed by any other 
'man than 
the 
president 
of the 


United States. "For myself, its 
moral aspect assumes no different 
hue because he commends it," added 
the senator. 


As a substitute for the repeal bill, 


Senator'Walsh urged the .adoption of 
former President Taft's proposal to 
submit the controversy to tlie Su- 
.preme. court. The Montana senator 
talked, at length of the Baltimore 
platform because he said, it; had 
'been intimated that the tolls plank 
had been inserted surreptitiously, 
and he declared his belief that the 
sub-committee of eleven elected to 
draft the platform received the pro- 
pose.dl plank from Senator O'Gqrman. 


"There" ~was.. no -debate ..upon it, 


simply because' it was generally -ap- 
proved or acquiesced in," said Sena- 
,tor Walsh. 
' 


He , said 'Mr. Bryan and Senator 


O'Gorman were asked to put the 
platform in appropriate ..language 
and that they invited Senator Pom- 
creiie and himself to assist. 


"When the tolls plank was pre- 


sented," said Senator Walsh, "Mr. 
Bryan expressed his approval, but 
said that it should be accompanied 
by another, plank against the admis- 
sion of railroad-owned ships to the 
canal. And so the platform read af- 
ter, the declaration concerning tolls:

also'—not 
the 
also—'favor 


legislation forbidding the use of the 
Panama canal by ships owned or con- 
trolled by railroad carriers engaged 
in transportation 
competitive with. 


the canal.' " 
Senator Walsh 
v said he 'had no 


temptation to escape from the tram- 
mels of the platform upon the sug- 
gestion that the plank, was contra- 
dicted by another against subsidies. 
••"Why, in that view, the canal itself 
is a,subsidy to the shipping inter- 
ests." he declared. 
"Why did we 


spend, $400,000,OOP to build it ex- 
cept to\aid the shipping Interests?"

Miller, .former United States district 
attorney for Indiana, who prosecuted 
the dynamite conspiracy; case against 
a number of labor leaders in 1912, 
appeared again for the government 
today in the -United States circuit 
court of appeals, when the rehearing 
on the granting of new trials of Olaf 
A. Tveitmoe, 
of 
San1 Francisco; 
itichard H. Houlihan,, of Chicago; 
and Wiliiam Bernhardt, Cincinnati, 
came up for oral argument. 


•OrMpaily,-thirty of the convicted 
men filed appeals for new trials. The 
united States circuit court of 
ap- 


peals upheld the conviction of twen- 
ty-four and granted new trials for 
six. As to three 
of the latter— 
the government requested a rehear-- 
ing, which was granted. 


Miller said the court had properly 


held that the 
general 
conspiracy 


had 'been established and that 24 q'f 
the. defendants were directly con- 
nected with "the conspiracy to trans- 
port dynamite and 
nitro glycerine 


upon passenger 
trains. 
The evi- 


dence, he said, must be largely cir-

really want to preserve the home, we should make a study of the things 
that menace it and then try to remove them." 


"Or," interrupted the Clubwoman, "show why home life is desirable 


and make people want it so much that they will let nothing stand in tha 
way of getting it."

"One method is destructive, the other constnictire." mused the Sta- 


tistical Lady. 
"I wonder which is.the better."

"It Is somewhat akin, I guess, to studying disease to. know how to . 


:ure it, or studying health conditions in order not to have disease. For 
my part, I would rather keep healthy and not have disease. And I -would 
'rather uphold the ideals, of .happy .home-life and make people desire It 
than to try by- rule or law or force-.to root out those evils that menace it... 
[ would rather build from the inside out, than from the outslde-ln."

"Maybe a little of both is necessary," eaid the Statistical Lady. 
"One 


it the menaces is lack of the knowledge of housekeeping. My second- 
hand friend said that this was the trouble In most of the broken up home's 
he knew about. The new brides didn't know anything about housekeeping 
and there was no food fit to eat, the houses were untidy and the blll9 
appalling. 
The husbands wouldn't stand for It, and consequently there 


was a separation. My idea would be to teach girls housekeeping." 


"Yes. But first inspire them with such a love of good house-keeping 


and happy home-making that they would want to learn the art of both. 
If they don't really like housekeeping, they would be indifferent house- 
keepers, no matter how many lessons they took." 


-"Then I think," went on the Statistical Lady, "the desire for luxury 


and pleasure has something to do with th^ decline of homes. 
Women 


want servants to do the hard work. Men want a man to look after the . 
furnace and to shovel the snow off pavements. Women want their bridge 
and their matinees; men their motors and their clubs. And when they 
can't have these and the home, they decline the home." 


• "That's true enough," admitted,,the Clubwoman. "But I don't think 


pou can remedy this condition by any sort of training. Men and women .

LONG DEBATE NOW EXPECTED 


Administration Fortunate In Getting 


Measure Through House Before Op- 
position 
Had 
Organized — Badger 


, Gains Much Popularity by Conduct 


as Commander of Fleet In Mexico. 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 


Washington, May 16.—[Special.]— 


the fight for the repeal of the free 
tolls provision in the Panama canal 
act has developed into one of the great- 
est legislative battles that has occurred 
in congress since the repeal of the sil- 
ver purchase clause in the Sherman 
law. 


That contest was more bitter than 


the one now going on in the senate 
because a majority of the Democrats 
in the senate at that time were in- 
tensely hostile to President Cleveland 
and did not hesitate to express their 
opinions. In the present case the 
Democrats who are opposing President 
Wilson continue to extol his high pur- 
poses and do not in any way assail or 
question his motives. 


In the silver fight the Democrats, 


with the silver RepublicaiLallies, open- 
ly organized and maintained a filibus- 
ter for* the purpose of defeating the 
legislation which the president wanted. 
Nothing like that will be attempted iu 
regard to the repeal Mlir although it 
will be debated at great length. 


A Fortunate Move. 


It was a fortunate move for the 


president that he had the repeal bill 
taken up and passed by the house as 
quickly as possible. Had the house 
been able to delay the measure, or had 
the administration allowed it to be de 
layed, it is doubtful whether it would 
have had plain sailing. The opposition 
would have grown with delay. 


Speaker Champ Clark said that if 


some such speech as he made the day 
the debate closed could have been 
made two weeks before and given as 
wide publicity as his speech, it would 
have had the effect of compelling an 
amendment to the resolution such as 
many members purposed At least the 
speaker claims that it would have pre- 
vented the adoption of the rule which 
shut out all amendment 


House May Have a Chance. 


It is quite possible that the amend- 


ment which has been agreed to by the 
senate committee on Intel-oceanic ca- 
nals will afford the house an opportu- 
nity to vote 011 the ClaiL amendment 
when the repeal bill is returned to,that 
body 
Theie will be a fine parliamen- 


tary skirmish in ail effort to secure a 
vote which will emphatically assert 
American control. The longer the de- 
bate goes on m the senate the better 
opportunity there will he to secure an 
amendment in the house. 


Commending Badger. 


There has been general commenda- 


tion of the manner in which Admiral 
Charles .T. Badgei. the commander of 
the Atlantic fleet and senior in Mex- 
ican waters, has conducted himself 
since he arrived there. Admiral Fletch- 
er, who is his junior, had things well 
in hand, and Badger kept out of it, al- 
lowing Fletcher to take all the credit 
there was for landing the bluejackets 
and marines and taking the city of 
Vera Cruz and bringing about order 
and establishing American supremacy 


"Badger could hare gone in and hog- 


ged the whole thing.'' said a man in 
the navy department, "just as others 
have done before him not only in the 
navy, but in the army. But instead of 
doing so he allowed Fletcher to handle 
the affairs at Vera Cruz and has ex- 
tended the same courtesy to Admiral 
Mayo at Tampico. It is just this kind 
of man that gets to be as popular as 
Badger in the navy." 


Chandler Did Not Show. 


At the time of the suffrage demon- 


stration in Washington in favor of the 
Bristow-Mondell amendment to the 
constitution many congressional suf- 
frage advocates were called out and 
given credit for all they had done. 
Senator Bristow of Kansas and Con- 
gressman Mondell of Wyoming were 
the principal figures, while men from 
suffrage states were also in the lime- 
light. 


And through it all nobody heard 


anything of Chandler of New York. 
And yet it was Chandler who moved 
to report the Mondell resolution from 
the committee on the judiciary and 
!who made the report. "If it had not 
been for Chandler,'' remarked one of 
the members of the house, "there 
would not have been any Mondell res- 
olution to celebrate, and yet Chandler 
did not get even a little whiff of the 
limelight during the demonstration." 


Keeping Up Prices. 


i Champ Clark told the house a story 
about how, after the Dingfey bill pass- 
ed, his tailor put up the prices on his 
clothes. 
After the Underwood bill 


passed be asked df there would bo a 
reduction, and the tailor said there 
was none. "They are keeping up those 
old stilted' prices and will continue to 
do so until they lose trade, just as thi'J 
man lost mine." said Champ.

Cherry company obtained an injunc- 
tion against the Yarger sisters, re- 
straining them from buliding an ad- 
dition to the rear of their building 
in Fourth street, near Main, on the 
ground that it would interfere with 
part of the Cherry company's build- 
ing. 
The city originally obtained 


the injunction, and Attorney A. A. 
Stasel, representing the defendants, 
appealed to circuit court. The find- 
ing was in favor of the defendants 
with an order dissolving the injunc- 
tion. 
Flory and Flory represented 


the plaintiff. 


The appellate court also decided 


that a telephone company having a 
right of way through private prop- 
erty may change the position of its 
poles without 
court 
interference.
